about 3 o'clock this afternoon.

Coolidge World Court proposal.

Majority Adopted Each Plank. 
Each plank was written into the 


platform by a majority vote of the 
committee and throughout the night, 
the discussion was frequently broken 
by angry debate. Three of the de- 
cisions cseated a storm of dissension 
in the committee room. Angry voltes 
floated out into the corridors where 
a score of newspapermen waited in 
ceaseless .vigil all night long. These 
were upon agriculture, the adoption 
of an anti-Ku Klux Klan plank and 
a decision not to recommend the Mel- 
lon plan ot tax reduction to the na- 
tion. 
Economy Plank Adopted Joyfully. 


Opening their session at 8 o'clock 


last night, the committee first dis- 
posed of the economy features of the 
platform. In this plank, the platform 
pointed out that the Harding-Cool- 
idge administration saved $2,000,- 
000,000 in two years, reduced taxes 
$1,250,000,00, and the national debt 
52,500,000,000. It was adopted joy- 


• fully. 


Xo Dissension on World Court. 
An hour later the president's 


wishes on a World Court plank were 
adopted 
without dissension.

plank gave hearty endorsement to the 
Coolidge plan for joining the court 
while disavowing any and all inten- 
tion of mingling in affairs of the 
League of Nations,

At one of the health board meet- 


ings early in the year, Dr. Daniel 
Connelly, health officer of the city, 
brought up the matter of flooded 
cellars in houMi that had been re- 
cently erected on .the Wilbur devel- 
opment, near Albany arenue. and 
stated that he intended taking the 
matter up with the state board ot 
health. Tuesday evening at the reg- 
ular monthly meeting of the health 
board, he reported that he had re- 
ceived a communication from C. A. 
Holmquist, director of the division 
of sanitation of the state board, who 
had had an inspection made. 


The communication read. "As a 


result of our investigation of an al- 
leged nuisance in the northern part 
of your city and in the town of Ul- 
ster, it appears that the construction 
and grading of 
Harwich 
and Otis 


streets and a private driveway on 
the property of M. Furmin in 
the 


town 
of Ulster across 
a natural 


drainage course, has 
caused water 


to back up and flood a portion 
of 


land in said city and town. It is al- 
leged that as a result of these condi- 
tions the cellars of the Fitzgerald 
and Kearney properties in the town 
of Ulster have become flooded with 
water. 


"Furthermore, the overflow from 


cesspools on 'the Hillowitz property 
in the city of Kingston is discharged 
into a ditch which empties into the 
water course mentoned above. The 
drainage from a barnyard and man- 
ure pile also enters the brook. 


"The flooding of the land and cel- 


lars its a result of the construction 
of these highways and the driveway 
is clearly a case of property damage. 
While the condition should be cor- 
rected, it is not a matter that comes 
under the jurisdiction ot this de- 
partment 
or 
the 
local boafd of 


health. 
The 
insanitary condition 


created by the manure pile on and 
the discharge 
of sewage from the 


Hillowitz property should

"A copy of this communication Is 


being sent to the health officer of 
the town of Ulster." 


Dr. Connslly informed the board 


that the recommendations regarding 
the cesspool and the manure pile had 
received prompt attention and had 
been attended to. 
The communica- 


tion from the state health board waa 
filed. 


Mies Mnfcon Resigns. 


A communication from Miss B. 


Eleanor Easton, city laboratory di- 
rector, stated that Miss Iluth Mufson, 
laboratory technician for the last 
three years, was leaving July 1, to 
take a special laboratoiy course at 
Columbia and the State.Laboratory, 
and that it would be necessary to fill 
the vacancy at once. She asked that 
she be given the privilege of select- 
ing a lully qualified bacteriologist and 
chemist at a salary of $1,500 a year. 
"I wish to add blood chemistry" she 
wrote, "to our list of laboratory ex- 
aminations and I feel assured that 
this extra Income to the laboratory 
for this work will more than pay the 
difference in salary." 


Only Public Health Work Free. 
Dr. Norwood stated that other 


laboratories were making blood tests 
and he moved that Miss Easton's re- 
quest to employ a qualified assistant 
be granted with the understanding 
that if there was a local person quah 
fled to do the work, such person be 
given the preference. 
Dr. Norwood 


said that there seemed to be a gen- 
eral impression that the laboratory 
made free examinations and tests and 
that physicians charged their patients 
a fee for the tests. This was not so. 
The only free work done at the labo- 
ratory was public health -work. All 
private work was charged to the phy- 
sician who included it in his bill to 
the patient. 


Higher 3Iilk Prices. 


Dr. Connelly brought to the atten- 


tion of the board requests from John 
D. Propheter of Ulster Park to sell 
milk In Kingston three dajs a week, 
and that of James Jordan of Port 
Ewen. to tell milk in this city. 


Dr. Clarke, food and sanitary in- 


spector, stated that Mr. Propheter 
had made a request to^sell milk last 
year, but it had been held up. This 
year lie had again applied, and was 
informed that the matter would be 
taken up at the health board meet- 
ing that evening. 


Dr. Clarke said that Kingston is 


paying more for Its milk than any- 
other city in the state. This he be- 
lieved was due to the fact that Kings- 
ton had more milk dealers to its pop- 
ulation than any other city of the 
same size, and he believed it was an 
economic Question. 


Commissioner Kaufman said it tras 


true that Kingston had more niilk 
dealers than any other city of the 
same size. At the present time there 
were about 30 dealers here. Fough- 
keepele had but nine dealers. He hc: 
Uev*d that there were enough deal- 
ers here. 


Mayor Block said that he did not 


believe the board should try to reg- 
ulate the number of milk dealers, but 
the only question was whether the 
milk to be cold was satisfactory. 


Housewife* Settle Question. 


Mri. Thomas Rickey said that she 


believed the question of milk could 
b* safely left to the housewives. If 
they bought milk from a dealer and 
it was not good they would quickly 
change dealers. She moved that Mr. 
Propheter be granted a permit to sell 
milk. The motion was adopted. 


The application of Mr. Jordan for a 


permit was also granted by the board. 


The reports ot the officers will be 


found elsewhere. 


The board then adjourned. Mayor

To avoid the fine nnd numerous 


p.irticles of dust nnd smoke which 
naturally hover in I he air over a "big 
city nnd cut down the effectiveness of 
the observations, the jarring—even 
though minute—which Upsets the cal- 
culations of the observers, and 
the 


disturbing reflections from the night 
Illumination, powerful telescopes are 
usually stationed at points 
where 


these conditions do not have to be 
reckoned with. 


Accordingly, the great Terkes ob- 


servatory (connected with the Uni- 
versity of Chicafo)—one of the great- 
est of all the astronomical labora- 
tories on earth, Is perched upon the 
crest of ft bluff above beautiful Lake 
Geneva, near the town of Williams 
Bay, VTls.—about seventy miles north- 
west of Chicago. 


In the largest of the three domes 


which surmount the observatory is 
mounted the world's largest refracting 
telescope It is also the busiest tele- 
scope, being in use both day 
and 


night the year round, weather condi- 
tions permitting. 


In the 'center of this dome, which Is 


75-feet In diameter on the Inside, bal- 
anced across the great pier which 
rests upon a solid foundation of con- 
crete and supports the weight. Is the 
barrel of this tremendous instrument. 
It is 62 feet long and weighs about 
12,000 pounds. Each of the two great 
lenses which fit inside of this barrel 
are forty Inches across. 


The barrel of this instrument can 


be swung around in any direction nnd 
raised or lowered to any angle; the 
floor of the dome Is movable and the 
entire roof of the dome revolves—all 
to the end that the observer can ob-
